Soo  Yong.  a  young  woman  of 
the  democratic  orient,  actress, 
writer,  monologist  and  a  highly 
intellectual  personage,  will  appear 
in  Waverly  in  the  dramatic  pre¬ 
sentation,  "Out  From  the  Inner| 
Compartments,"  Thursday.  Feb. 
18  at  8:00  p.  m.  in  St.  Paul’s  Par¬ 
ish  house  as  the  third  number  on 
on  the  annual  Wartburg  lyceum 
scries. 

Miss  Yong  was  born  of  pure 
Chinese  parentage  on  the  island 
of  Maui,  graduated  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Hawaii,  and  received 
her  Master’s  degree  from  Colum¬ 
bia  University  with  honors. 

She  made  her  Broadway  debut 
with  Katherine  Cornell  in  "The 
Letter”.  Following  her  Broadway 
success,  she  hearkened  to  the  call 
of  Hollywood  and  the  movie  world 
where  she  played  with  Greta 
Garbo  in  "The  Painted  Veil",  with 
Clark  Gable  in  "China  Seas",  with 
Shirley  Temple  in  "Stowaway", 
and  with  Wallace  Beery,  Victor 
McLaglen,  Edmund  Lowe,  Rosa¬ 
lind  Russell,  and  other  film  not- 

Miss  Yong  also  played  the  lead 
in  MGM’s  ‘The  Rainbow  Pass,"  In 
■‘The  Good  Earth",  dozens  of  dis¬ 
tinguished  actresses  competed  for 
two  of  the  most  exacting  charac¬ 
ter  roles,  the  Ancient  One  and  the 
Aunt.  Both  went  to  Soo  Yong. 

However,  pursued  by  the 
knowledge  that  she  had  a  greater 
and  more  intimate  message  to 
bring  to  the  American  people,  this 
little  Chinese  lady  of  great  beauty 
and  personal  charm,  has  intro¬ 
duced  her  dramatizations.  Notable 
among  these  is  a  live^part  mono¬ 
play  in  which  there  is  little  limit 
placed  upon  her  versatile  talent. 
In  turn,  the  scenes  present  her  as 
a  young  Chinese  girl  of  the  mod¬ 
ern  school,  an  aged  peasant  type 
and  a  great  grandmother  known 
05  Po  Po.  This  is  a  story  China 
yesterday  and  today,  and  perhaps 
it  portrays  a  little  of  triumphant 
China  tomorrow. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that 
the  advancement  of  a  nation  and 
a  race  is  nutrked  by  the  advance¬ 
ment  in  freedom  of  its  women, 
Those  who  demean  their  women, 
as  the  powers,  eventually  return 
to  the  age  of  barbarism;  those 
who  give  to  their  women  their 
rightful  position  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  country's  development 
intellectually  as  well  as  physically, 
are  the  nations  destined  to  lead 
the  world. 

Soo  Yong  has  chosen.  Madame 
Chiang  Kai  Chek  as  her  model  for 
the  monodrama  "Out  From  the 
Inner  Compartments”.  This  is  the 
vehicle  through  which  Miss  Yong 
will  give  to  her  audience  a  dem¬ 
onstration  of  her  lovely  art  She 
presents  a  fusion  of  Chinese  and 
Arnerican  culture,  the  finest  of 
each,  and  warms  and  delights  the 
hearts  of  her  audience.

With  Rev.  E.  Pietz  he  escaped 
into  the  jungles  and  together  they 
made  their  way  to  Port  Moresby 
over  the  Owen  Stanley  mountains. 
In  the  course  of  his  experiences 
Rev.  Ackerman  contracted  a  trop¬ 
ical  disease  which  has  kept  him 
confined  to  the  hospital  until 
quite  recently.

AIR  RESERVES 
BEING  CALLED 

The  latest  communique  on  the 
status  of  the  enlisted  reserves  con¬ 
tains  the  following  information 
from  the  War  Department 

“All  Aviation  Cadet  Reserv¬ 
ists  under  a  deferred  status 
-Hill  be  ordered  to  active  duty 
with  effective  dates  com¬ 
mencing  from  February  20. 
1943.  It  Is  thus  anticipated 
that  all  Aviation  Cadet  En¬ 
listed  Reservists  will  be  or¬ 
dered  to  active  duty  not  later 
than  February  28,  1943  .  . 

It  is  hoped  that  each  student 
will  receive  his  orders  sever¬ 
al  days  In  advance  of  the  ef¬ 
fective  date  of  his  order.” 

As  a  result  of  this,  seven  more 
Wartburgers  will  leave  school  for 
active  service  with  the  U.  S.  Army 
within  the  next  two  weeks.  Of 
these  seven,  Howard  Weger  and 
Donald  Hoth  have  already  receiv¬ 
ed  their  calls.  Weger,  a  sopho¬ 
more,  will  report  for  duty  on  Feb. 
21.  Hoth,  a  freshman,  will  enter 
active  service  Feb.  19. 

Weldon  Kohn,  and  Armin  Wonn, 
both  sophomores,  are  leaving  for 
home  within  the  next  few  days  to 
await  their  calls  which  are  ex¬ 
pected  any  day.  Harlan  Fintel 
and  John  Krause,  sophomores, 
and  Leonard  Suchsland,  a  senior, 
are  remaining  in  school  until 
their  calls  come. 

No  definite  notice  has  yet  been 
received  concerning  the  exact 
date  of  call  for  regular  army  and 
navy  reservists. 


Plans  for  a  "Cheater  Wartburg" 
and  especially  the  plans  for  the 
propos^  field-house,  advanced 
another  step  this  week  when  ac¬ 
tion  was  taken  by  joint  boards  of 
the  American  Lutheran  Church 
which  will  insure  financial  sup¬ 
port  for  this  project  from  the  en¬ 
tire  American  Lutheran  Church. 

Rev.  L.  Belk  of  Le  Mars,  la., 
chairman  of  the  Wartburg  Board 
of  Regents,  and  Pres.  E.  J.  Brau- 
lick  met  with  the  board  of  tnis- 
tees  and  the  board  of  Christian 
higher  education  of  the  American 
Lutheran  Church  at  their  meet¬ 
ing  in  the  Atlantic  hotel  in  Chi¬ 
cago  Feb.  9  and  10  to  obtain  per¬ 
mission  to  conduct  a  drive  to  raise 
funds  (or  our  new  field  house 
auditorium.  At  the  close  of  their 
presentation,  the  meeting  took  up 
the  question  of  the  needs  of  the 
physical  plants  of  the  other  ALC 
schools.  Capital  University  needs 
a  science  hall  and  Texas  Luther¬ 
an  at  Seguin,  Texas  and  Luther 
coUege  at  Regina,  Sask.,  need  ex¬ 
pansion  of  their  facilities  just  as 
urgently  as  Wartburg  needs  a  new 
field  house. 

The  board  of  trustees  then  went 
on  record  as  favoring  a  church¬ 
wide  educational  drive  to  raise 
funds  for  all  these  projects.  This 
campaign  will '5.  conducted 
throughout  «irtire>  United 

States  and  Cana!fe-and  a  goal  of 
between  four  and  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  has  been  set  to 
cover  the  minimum  cost  of  im¬ 
proving  our  Christian  schools. 
This  fund  will  be  distributed 
among  the  colleges  for  their  buUd- 
irfg  programs  after  the  war. 

The  motion  was  referred  to  the 
Ck>llege  of  District  Presidents  who 
were  meeting  in  Chicago  at  the 
same  time  and  they  endorsed  the 
motion  and  the  drive.  The  plans 
for  the  campaign  will  be  present¬ 
ed  to  the  11  districts  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Lutheran  Church  when  they 
meet  in  convention  this  spring 
and  summer,  and  %vith  their  con- 
curence,  the  actual  drive  will  get 
under  way. 

Now,  instead  of  conducting  the 
drive  for  financial  assistance 
alone,  Wartburg  has  the  support  of 
the  American  Lutheran  Church.

Shortages  in  transportation  are  evident  everjn.vhere, 
both  in  rubber  and  gasoline.  Steps  have  been  taken,  largely 
through  rationing,  to  offset  these  difficulties.  Wartburg, 
too,  has  experienced  the  lack  of  transportation  facilities.  The 
Annual  Choir  tour  has  been  canceled  and  present  concerts 
are  only  given  within  a  limited  distance  of  Waverly.

Monday.  Feb.  1:  A  series  of  talks 

i  the  Lord’s  Prayer  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  this  convocation  by  Pres. 
E.  J.  Braulick.  The  introduction 
of  this  prayer,  “Our  Father  Who 
art  in  heaven.”  was  used  as  the 
basis  of  Pres.  Braulick's  remarks. 

‘Jesus  gave  a  new  meaning  to 
the  word  'Father',”  said  Pres. 
Braulick.  “When  Jesus  opened 
this  prayer.  He  did  not  only  ad¬ 
dress  the  powerful  Jehovah  of 
the  Old  Testament,  but  He  spoke 
to  our  Father  as  a  father  of  love, 
kindness,  and  forgiveness."

We 
at  Wartburg  have  an  excellent  op¬ 
portunity  to  increase  our  religious 
life,  if  we  attend  our  daily  chapel 
and  convocation  services.  It  is 
our  individual  problem  to  receive 
as  much  benefit  from  chapel  as 
possible.
